In response to the January 3 1 , 2005, Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment. 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Please cancel claims: 

1. (Canceled) A gasket for filing in space between mating surfaces of a center support 
member and a hub member in an automotive transmission comprising: 

a) A gasket body means for seating in a nestable portion of said center support members and 
having a first plurality of openings in registration with a second plurality of openings in said center 
support member; 

b) a polymer patch means integral with a portion of said gasket body means and in general 
alignment with at least one opening of said second plurality of openings, said polymer patch means 
and said gasket body means having a channel aperture passing therethrough, said channel aperture

having a first end and a second end, said first end being in registration with said at least one opening; 
and 

c) said first end defining a first seal means and said second end defining a second seal means, 
said first seal means for providing a leak proof seal between said at least one opening and said first

end of said channel aperture. 

2. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 1, wherein said 
polymer patch means is a silicone patch. 

3. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 1 wherein said 
hub member includes a third plurality of openings in registration with said second plurality of 
openings and one opening of said plurality of openings is in registration with said second end of said 
channel aperture. 

4. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 3 wherein said

second seal means provides a leak proof seal between said one opening of said third plurality of 
openings and said second end of said channel aperture. 

5. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 1 wherein said 
gasket body means has a thickness of about .0085 inches.

6. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 5 wherein said 
polymer patch means in from .004 inches to .008 inches in thickness. 

7. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 6 wherein said 
polymer patch means is a silicone path. 

8. (Canceled). A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 1 wherein said 
gasket body means is fabricated from Armstrong NV5 1 9 gasket material. 

9. (Canceled) A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces as in claim 8 wherein said 



polymer patch means is a silicone patch. 

10. (Canceled) A gasket for filing space between mating surfaces is in claim 8 wherein said 
Armstrong NV5 19 gasket material has a thickness of about .0085 inches.

This is a decision on applicant's Petition to Withdraw the Holding of 
Abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181 filed in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office on September 09, 2005. There is no fee for this petition. 



The petition is DISMISSED .

A review of the file record indicates that the application was held abandoned for 
failure to timely file a proper response to the Office action mailed July 06, 2004, 
which set a three-month shortened statutory period. A Notice of Abandonment 
was mailed on August 19, 2005. A reply was timely received on November 22, 
2004, however, this reply was improper as noted in the Notice of Non-Compliant 
Amendment mailed January 31, 2005 which gave applicant a one-month 
extendable time period to correct the reply. 

Petitioner contends that a response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
mailed January 31 , 2005 was filed on February 04, 2005. In support thereof, 
petitioner submits a copy of the postcard receipt bearing a USPTO stamp dated 
February 10, 2005. It is noted that the Application number on the copy of the 
response and post card receipt is 10/612,31 1 instead of 10/612,1 1 1 . 



Petitioner's evidence of a timely filing based on the postcard receipt is 
considered to be insufficient. In this regard, it is noted that the copy of the 
February 10, 2005 response is not signed and does not include a dated or 
executed Certificate of Mailing. 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be submitted within TWO 
(2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 
CFR 1 .136(b) are permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover 
letter entitled "Renewed Petition to Withdraw the Holding of Abandonment Under 
37 CFR 1.81."
